Despite last minute 
efforts to 
amend the bill on the floor of the 
upper house, the senate adopted 
the 
C r i t t e n d e n 
constitutional 
amendment, which w ill submit to 
the voters of California at the 192* 
election a new doctrine of water 


rights. 
This doctrine, an absolute re­ 
versal of the policy laid down in 
the Herminghaus 
case, 
provides 
that a riparian or strearr.bank user 
is entitled only to so much 
of 
this water as "shall be reasonably 
required for 
beneficial use and 
such right does not extend to the 
waste or unreasonable use there­ 
of." 
Entitled te Full Flow 
Under 
the 
Herminghaus 
deci­ 
sion, the riparian owner is entitled 
to the full flow and flood waters 
of stream s adjacent to his land. 
Legislative demand upon the city 
of Los Angeles and its bureau of 
power and light for payment of 
reparations to the farmers of Ow­ 
ens valley, „nyo county, for “ruth­ 
less destruction" in taking the val­ 
ley's water supply, was denied in 
the senate conservation committee 
last night. 
The resolution by Assemblyman 
Dan E. W illiams, of Inyo county, 
calling for such action, was tabled 
in the committee, putting an end 
to hopes of legislative intervention 
this year. 
The Owens valley feud, 
of 20 years’ duration, is a peren­ 
nial subject of investigation by the 
state legislature. 
The senate adopted the bill by 
Assemblyman Myron S. W itter, of

Approve Tax Commission 
Tile assembly gave final appro­ 
val to Governor Young's tax com ­ 
mission to study California’s tax 
situation for the next two years 
and the bill was before the gov­ 
ernor for signature 
today.

County Officials Find Flood 
Damage Very Heavy on 
Trail Into Trabuco Area 


Ravages of February’» flood along 
the road up Trabuco canyon, where 
huge boulders now block passage 
for miles, have closed that route 
to travel permanently, 
or 
until 
such time as the county cares to 
undertake a costly road building 
project to reopen the way, ac­ 
cording to Supervisor George Jeff­ 
rey and Highway Superintendent 
Nat H. Neff, who headed a party 
of road officials on an Inspection 
trip into the canyon recently. 
Neff estimates that a “passable 
trail” for automobiles ean be built 
from the point where the road 
now ends, which 1» about a mile 
and a half beyond Live Oak can­ 
yon, to the mouth of the na arow 
portion of the canyon, a distance 
•of about three miles, for a sum of 
$4500. 
Above that point the rood 
was washed so badly that road con­ 
struction of any sort would en­ 
tail excessive cost, Neff states.

Italy

H ungary betw een 
1009 and 
1914, before the agriculture d ep art­ 
m ent’s Inspection service w as o r­ 
ganized, the Insect w as not Identi­ 
fied until 1917, w hen an area of 
about IOO square m iles In the v i­ 
cinity of Boston w as found to be 
Infested. 
A fter dam aging the corn 
or other plants on which it thrives 
In the larval state, It em erges as 
a m oth and spreads rapidly.

year the Infested area Increased 50 
per cent, em bracing about 60,000,000

L ater on w hen the clusters of 
buds a re opening, b u t before the 
individual blossoms open, use lime 
sulphur again, but only four gal­ 
lons of liquid to IOO gallons of 
w ater, 
or dry IO pounds.

second spray Is for scab, mildew 
and blister m ite. 
A third spray 
for m ildew, scab and codling moth 
is p u t on as m ost of the blossom 
petals have fallen. 
T his is called 
the calyx spray and is one of the 
m ost Im portant in th e whole pro­ 
gram . 
U se two or tw o and one- 
half pounds of arsen ate of lead, 
powdered, to the hundred gallons, 
adding 8 or IO pounds of w ettable 
sulphur. 
A nother 
spray 
would 
follow iq about three weeks, this 
tim e using only powdered arsenate 
of lead two to two and one half 
pounds to IOO gallons. 
For all practical purposes in a 
sm all orchard, the cluster bud and 
calyx sprays, followed by a third 
three weeks afterward, are

Inoculation Of 
Plants Results 
In Better Crops 


MADISON, TTI*.. Apr» 27.—Llt- 
' tie colonies of bacteria injected 
into some of the growing crops 
will save the farmer» of the United 
States millions of dollars a year 
at a cost of only a few thousands. 
This Is the rem arkable promise 
made to the country*» farm ers by 
Tra T. Baldwin of the U niversity of 
Wisconsin, where he is preparing 
cultures for just such use. 
Legume 
Inoculation 
is 
what 
Baldwin ha» found of especial In­ 
terest for the present. 
Experi­ 
ment* he has made show that for 
the state of Wisconsin alone in- ■ 
emulation of alfalfa, among the le­ 
gume crops, would save that state 
more than f4.OOO.0OO a year at a 
cost of about $25,000. 
Little nodules of bacteria fnocu-j 
lated Into this growing crop take 
in th* free nitrogen of the air. 
which the plants themselves cannot 
use directly, and turn it into the > 
nitrates that are so useful to plant ‘ 
growth. For this the bacteria take 
the sugar that the legumes have 
converted within their ler.W . 
By this simple trade of susxr for 
nitrates, the bacteria prosper and 
the 
legume 
plants 
grow 
more 
healthily. 
Thus. Baldwin found. J 
the additional 
nitrogen 
fertiliser 
gained by bacteria Inoculation, in­ 
creased 
the 
protein 
from 
227.5 
pounds In a ton of hay to SOS 
pounds. At fire cents a pound the 
increased protein value is $4.57 a ' 
ton. 
With a r alfalfa crop of some 
10 000 000 tons a year. the coun- j 
try would experience quite a sav­ 
ing. in that legume alone. 


Space dom not perm it lengthy 
discussion 
of 
irrigation, 
pruning 
and fertilisation of the avocado, 
but much can be gained by follow­ 
ing 
the simple rules concerning 
the above subjects. 
In general the w ater require­ 
ments of avocado trees is sim ilar 
to citrus trees. 
Both are native 
to regions of high rainfall which 
comes during the growing season. 
The root system of the avocado 
also is sim ilar to th at of the citrus 
trees, th» feeding rootlets being 
fibrous and located for the m ost 
part in th» upper four feet of 
so». 
Watering Methods 
For proper growth and produc­ 
tivity 
the 
avocado 
require* 
a 
uniform moleture condition in th» 
soil throughout the entire growing 
season. Many observations indicate 
that in all but the heaviest soils 
this condition is best m aintained by 
more frequent and more generous 
applications 
of 
w ater than have 
been given in the past. 
The am ount of w ater required 
annually is equivalent to a rainfall 
of 35 to 40 inches. 
Various form 
of w atering have been adopted, all 
successful, depending upon the soil 
and location of the planting—th# 
mulched basin system, the over­ 
head sprinkling system and drip 
system. The avocado tree requires 
an abundance of water, but it muet 
have thorough drainage—both su r­ 
face and subsoil. The tree will not 
grow or thrive in standing w ater. 
Little Pruning Needed 
No system atic study has been 
made concerning pruning of the 
avocado. 
However, 
observations 
which have been made over a period 
of years show the avocado needs 
very little pruning, once Its fram e 
work has been established. 
Some 
thinning from tim e to tim e is ad ­ 
visable to permit sunlight to reach 
the inside foliage. A few varieties 
tend to grow strongly, w ith long, 
unbranched limbs, and these need 
considerable pruning and heading 
back to train them to the desired 
sym m etrical shape. 
Avocados are heavy feeders and 
should be well 
fertilized 
if one 
wishes to secure the best results. 
The am ount of fertilizer to be ap ­ 
plied will vary, but as a general 
rule the trees should be fertilized 
four or five tim es the first year 
after planting, giving them 
a lib­ 
eral application of stable manure. 
Since it is difficult to overfeed 
an avocado tree, 
one 
can safely 
apply liberally guano and tankage, 
grass cuttings and leaves. 
Com­ 
mercial fertilizer is not recommend­ 
ed but, when it is used. do so sp ar­ 
ingly. 
The avocado thrives best 
on organic nitrogen, and commer­ 
cial fertilizer contains nitrogen in 
an Inorganic form. 
No Local Pests 
The avocado fru it Is high In m in­ 
eral content and in protein, and it 
is not improbable th at avocados 
remove more elements from the soil 
than do a like am ount of citrus 
trees. 
Never cultivate around the 
roots or tree base of an avocado 
tree, as it disturbs the root system 
or feeders, which are many. Clean 
cultivation is not necessary around 
an avocado tree, young or old. 
A heavy mulch 
as 
mentioned, 
plenty of w ater, protection while 
young from severe heat or cold, 
and your avocado tree will- grow 
rapidly and bear abundantly. 
A nother fact th a t Is well to bear 
in mind Is th at avocado trees sel­ 
dom have fungus diseases or Insect 
pests in California; In the tropics, 
they are subject to various attacks 
from the insect world, but, due 
to the vigilance and strict q uar­ 
antine of our state, these pests are 
unknown. 
A singular fact, and some may 
disagree with me, is the avocado 
is never attacked by nemotodes. 
Ju st why the roots of the avocado 
does not throw out any induce­ 
ments to this busy w arrior Is not 
known. 


Honey plant conditions In Smith­ 
ton California sr» spotted, accord­ 
ing to 
the monthly 
agricultural 
economics report on the agricul­ 
tural extension service. 
On the coast slope of San Diego 
county some plants are starting a 
month early, with strong colonies 
full of wild plum honey, while a 
little further north oranges are re­ 
ported a couple of weeks late. but 
in bloom. 
Swarming started be­ 
fore the first of the month, espe­ 
cially In 
overcrawded 
or single 
body hives, and is reported more 
active than last season. Much pol­ 
len Is being carried to the hives. 
but little nectar as yet except in 
occasional 
sections. 
The 
recent 
heavy brooding, 
cloudy 
weather, 
and light nectar flow seriously de­ 
pleted stores. Some sage near the 
coast reported in full bloom, and 
beekeepers 
are 
optimistic 
over 
prospects for a large crop. 
Alfil­ 
aria bloom Is reported to be much 
below normal. 
In central California colonies are 
reported unusually strong in young 
bees, and swarming has started. 
More rain is needed, however, for 
a g o d crop of honey. 
In 
northern 
California, 
fruit 
bloom Is about over. 
Bee» in the 
valley* are working 
or 
alfilaria 
and mustard, and tee* tn the hills 
cm man rani ta and poison oak- Crop j 
prospects are favors bls. and sellers 
of beekeeper»* supplies are doing 
a good boldness ta comb honey 
equipment, as we» as extracted. 
Package bee mea are busy ship­ 
ping out orders. 
In the Pacific Northwest bees 
wintered well, spring I* backward. 
however, 
and recent frosts may 
ha tv damaged some fruit. 
Stores 
reported very short, and many col- j 
cair* hare starred. 
Much alfalfa * 
plowed cader in some area*. Ample 
snow in tis* mountain*. 
In 
the 
toterm euntain 
region 
spring is advancing very slowly and 
recent heavy snowfall over much 
of the aren will cause still further 
delay. 
In parts of Wyoming, for 
example, nearly two feet of snow 
fell In the last blizzard. This heavy ! 
precipitation should result in good 
nectar secretion and heavy honey 
flow. The cool weather is bolding 
back blossoming of fruit trees. 
Brood rearing, which bad been en­ 
couraged by pollen available from 
dandelions, maples and elms. bas 
been slowed up. 
Stores are light 
and frequent lessee from * lavation 
reported. 
Much early feeding will 
be necessary to prevent further 
losses. 
In Arizona bees have built up 
very rapidly, and there is consid­ 
erable swarming in practically all 
locations where the bees have had 
honey enough to go through win­ 
ter in good shape. 
Creosote bush 
and several river plant-; are yield­ 
ing well. Mesquite is tagging, and 
many beemen 
are 
moving their 
outfits to locations where advan­ 
tage can be taken of th# prospec­ 
tive mesquite flow. In some early 
sections mesquite honey has a l­ 
ready been extracted. 
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Insect pests on orange, lemon and 
other citrus trees in Southern Cali­ 
fornia cost the growers of these 
fruits more than half a million dol­ 
lars annually In bills for control 
measures. 
The recognized authority on bugs 
that infest such trees Is E. O. Es- 
sig, professor of entomology in the 
college of agriculture. University 
of California, says Professor R. W. 
Hodgson, director of the summer 
school session in subtropical horti­ 
culture, and for this reason Essig 
has been chosen to handle the topic 
a t Riverside this year. Esslg re­ 
cently published a book of m on 
than 1000 pages on the bugs of the 
western United States numbering 
4000 species. 
Students of citrus as well as of 
subtropical fru its such as the fig. 
olive and avocado will have an 
opportunity of hearing Essig dis­ 
cuss some control means for bugs 
during the coming summer ses­ 
sion in subtropical horticulture a t 
Riverside, from June 25 to August 


Wahlberg Gives 
Expert Advice 
On Root Disease 


By H. E. W AHLBERG 
Orange County Farm Advisor 
Seedling walnut trees or buds on 
white w alnut roots are suceptible 
to the root disease 
now 
called 
crown rot. 
Crown rot Is a sly, underhand 
worker. By the time trees show the 
ill effects of this disease they are 
gone beyond all hope . So far as Is 
known there is no specific cure In 
the nature of a spray or a paint 
that does any good. 
Investigations have shown that 
exposing the crown roots of w al­ 
nut trees established in heavy soils 
produces a distinct benefit and in 
many 
cases constitutes 
a 
cure. 
Such treatm ent, of course, m ust 
come before the tree Is badly In­ 
fected. 
The only way to discover 
an infection is to remove the dirt 
from the roots and examine the 
I crown area thoroughly by scraping, 
j Diseased tissue can easily be dis- 
1 tinguished from healthy bark by Its 
, sickly yellow color and Its stringy, 
ropey, wet appearance. It also has 
a distinct odor of silage or fer­ 
mented material. 
According to Dr. J. R. Barrett, 
citrus experiment station, the or­ 
ganisms which cause this trouble 
are probably present in practically 
all soils and will begin to act as 
soon as conditions are right for 
their growth. It cannot grow well 
under dry conditions. 
Neither can 
it grow when the tem peratures are 
too cool. 
Growers are advised to 
dig out around their trees and ex­ 
amine them for Infection ac early 
in the spring as possible. 
If the rot has progressed too far, 
the infected area can be cut out 
and disinfected with a penetrating 
disinfectant made from dissolving 
a 7 grain tablet of m ercuric cyan­ 
ide in 3-4 pint of w ater and 1-4 
pint of alcohol. 
The disease Is sometimes con­ 
fused with oak root fungus or other 
rots. Doubtful cases may be iden­ 
tified through the farm advisor’s 
office.

They are 
growing worse year by year as deforestation pro­ 
gresses in the upper Mississippi valley, including the 
territory drained by tributary streams. 
Direct material loss, loss of life, injury to crops and 
the spread of disease are the attendant evils of flood.

For that m atter we cannot con­ 
ceive why he should w ant to know 
w hat people talk about, 
w hen 
It 
has been established for we don’t 
know how many thousand years 
th at It doesn’t make the slightest 
difference. 
But that point aside, 
we wonder why he should have 
expected to find out in the New 
York subways and theaters. 
In the subways, as la pretty well 
known we should think, only the 
foolish minded try t^ talk, and 
w hat the foolish minded say ought 
not to interest a college professor 
or if it does we should think he 
could stay home and listen to his 
classes. 
The truth 
Is 
w hat 
he 
calls 
“ca3ual conversation,” if he Is cor­ 
rectly reported, which he probably 
Isn’t, Isn’t worth listening to any­ 
where. 
All the w orth-while con­ 
versations were w ritten down long 
ago and can be found in books, 
and the reason they are worth 
while is that both sides of the con­ 
versation were written by one per­ 
son, namely the author of the book. 
If he has perfect control, which 
all authors haven’t, of course, he 
can steer the conversation 
any­ 
where he w ants to. 
He can think 
up the answ er to a question before 
he perm its the question to be asked, 
and so It Is bound to be good, be­ 
ing 
spontaneous. 
B ut 
it 
takes 
time to make a casual conversa­ 
tion good in that way—all works 
of a rt require painstaking to make 
them appear Inspired—and that’s 
why all good conversations are In 
books. 
But if you were to take two ex­ 
tremely clever authors—professional 
makers of sm art conversation as 
found in 
books—and 
bid 
them 
converse w ith each other they— 
well, they wouldn’t do It to begin 
with. 
They're too 
wise. 
They 
recognize th at tort of thing for 
w hat It is - -down-right hard work, 
work requiring thought, concentra­ 
tion and above all solitude. 
The 
best conversers have to be alone 
when they converse. There’» noth­ 
ing kills conversation so certainly 
as company. 
Some of the best conversation 
ever made is to be found in B ar­ 
rie's books. 
Anthony 
Hope 
had 
some extremely sm art talk in a 
book a good many years ago called 
“The Dolly Dialogues.” 
B ut no­ 
body, we have heard, ever could 
get either one of them to converse. 
Oscar Wilde had such a just notion 
of the value of good conversation 
that when he had made some to 
suit him he didn’t scruple to use it 
in one play after another. 
These 
authorities knew they couldn’t get 
good conversation standing around 
listening in crowded places. 
They 
had to make it themselves. 
In no
